37. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein the method includes: 

determining a number of words in the handwritten user input; and 

displaying the expanded text if the number of words in the handwritten user input 

is greater than one, and launching the program if the number of words in the handwritten user 

input is equal to one. 

38. (New) The method of claim 27, wherein the context includes a number of words in 
the handwritten user input. 

39. (New) The method of claim 27, wherein the method includes: 

determining a number of words in the handwritten user input; and 

displaying the expanded text if the number of words in the handwritten user input 

is greater than one, and launching the program if the number of words in the handwritten user 

input is equal to one. 
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
